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Courts stymie abortion bans | in lowa, other GOP- led states

DES MOINES, lowa (AP) — 
With a staunch anti-abor- 
tion Republican governor 
and large GOP legislative 
majorities, lowa would 
seem poised to ban abor- 


tion if the U.S. Supreme 
Court overturns Roe v. 
Wade. 


There's just one catch: a 
2018 lowa Supreme Court 
ruling that established the 
right to abortion under the 
state constitution. 

"| don't know if the people 
of lowa know that things 
aren't going to change im- 
mediately if Roe. v. Wade 
is overturned," said state 
Rep. Sandy Salmon, a Re- 
publican and farm man- 
ager from northeast lowa 
who has made abortion 
restrictions a@ cornerstone 
of her five legislative terms. 


Supreme courts in a hand- 
ful of states, including oth- 
ers controlled by Republi- 
cans, have recognized the 
right to abortion. But in no 
state is the issue more im- 
mediate than lowa, where 
Republicans are calling 
for a state high court with 
new, conservative justices 
to reverse a decision made 
just four years ago. 

The lowa court's decision, 
due within weeks, is an ex- 
ample of the complexities 
that loom in states should 
the U.S. Supreme Court 
overturn its 1973 decision 
that legalized abortion 
nationwide. Specifically, 
it highlights the inevitable 
confrontation between 
new abortion bans being 
prepared in anticipation 
of Roe’s reversal and state 


constitutions.

"There are states where this 
is tO Some extent unknown 
and an issue that state 
courts will likely have to 
confront," said Helene Kras- 
noff, vice president of pub- 
lic policy, litigation and law 
for abortion rights advo- 
cates Planned Parenthood 
Federation of America. "But 
this is an issue that's pres- 
ent in lowa in this very mo- 
ment." The lowa Supreme 
Court decision that's under 
consideration struck down 
a 2017 law signed by then- 
Gov. Terry Branstad requir- 
ing a woman to wait 72 
hours before receiving an 
abortion. The court ruled 
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5-2 that an abortion is a 
fundamental right protect- 
ed by the state constitu- 
tion's guarantee of liberty. 

"Autonomy and dominion 
over one's body go to the 
very heart of what it means 
to be free," wrote then- 
Chief Justice Mark Cady, 
who died in 2019. "Implicit 
in the concept of ordered 
liberty is the ability to de- 
cide whether to continue 
or terminate a pregnancy." 
Since that decision, Brans- 
tad's successor, Republi- 
can Gov. Kim Reynolds, has 
signed other restrictions, in- 
cluding outlawing abortion 
once cardiac activity is de- 
tected in the embryo and 
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requiring a 24-hour wait- 
ing period. Both measures 
were struck down in state 
district court. Reynolds ap- 
pealed the waiting-period 
decision to the lowa Su- 
preme Court last year. 

In the years since Cady's 
opinion, Reynolds has ap- 
pointed four of the court's 
seven members. The Re- 
publican-controlled Legis- 
lature also gave her more 
control over the process 
of selecting the panel that 
recommends potential 
nominees.

years ago, it "would give an 
even more political look to 
a decision here than the 
U.S. Supreme Court." 

Yet abortion opponents ar- 
gued that court rulings in a 
half-dozen states, includ- 
ing lowa, are examples of 
laws inappropriately estab- 
lished by judges rather than 
elected officials. 

"This case presents the op- 
portunity for the lowa Su- 
preme Court to return the 
issue back to the people to 
decide through their elect- 
ed representatives in the 
Legislature," said Mallory 
Carroll, a sookeswoman for 
the anti-abortion Susan B. 
Anthony List. 

Polls indicate support for 
keeping abortion legal. The 
Des Moines Register lowa 
Poll found in September 
that 57% supported keep- 
ing abortion legal in most 
or all cases, compared with 
38% who said it should be 
illegal in most or all cases. 
According to AP VoteCast, 
a 2020 survey of the elec- 
torate, 65% of lowa voters 
said the U.S. Supreme Court 
should leave Roe v. Wade 
as it is, while a third said it 
should be overturned. 


Reynolds has said she is 
"proud of the legislation she 
signed in 2018," including 
the ban on abortions once 
cardiac activity is detect- 
ed, as early as six weeks 
and before many women 
know they are pregnant. 
While the measure includ- 
ed exceptions to protect 
the life of the mother and 
for pregnancies that are 
the result of incest or rape, 
Reynolds recently declined 
to endorse any exceptions. 
"I'm not going to set any 
parameters," she told re- 
porters last week. "We have 
a ruling before the lowa 
Supreme Court and we're 
going to wait and see what 
they do, and that actually 
will affect what our next 
steps are moving forward." 
Supreme courts in Alaska, 
Florida, Kansas, Montana 
and Minnesota have ruled 
that their constitutions pro- 
tect the right to abortion. 
Among them, Republicans 
hold legislative majorities 
and the governorships in 
Florida and Montana. 

In Montana, a challenge 
to abortion restrictions is

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U.S. safety, eawings rules set stage for baby formula shortage

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
massive recall is getting 
most of the blame for the 
U.S. baby formula short- 
age, but experts say the 
products have long been 
vulnerable to this type of 
crisis due to decades-old 
policies that have allowed 
a handful of companies to 
corner the market. 

Those government rules 
— aimed at assuring safe, 
affordable formula — are 
getting renewed scrutiny 
as President Joe Biden's ad- 
ministration rushes to import 
formula from Europe. 
"There's perfectly good and 
safe baby formula avail- 
able around the world. We 
just don't have access to 
it," said Bindiya Vakil, CEO 
of Resilinc, a supply chain 
analytics firm. "We've cre- 
ated this problem by not 
setting up an infrastructure 
for imports." 

Federal regulators are ex- 
pected to soon allow Ab- 
bott Nutrition to reopen the 
Michigan plant that's been 
closed since February due 
to contamination prob- 
lems. The factory is the larg- 
est of its kind in the U.S. and 
its shutdown — combined 
with pandemic-related 
supply chain problems — 
hobbled supplies of popu- 
lar formulas and specialty 
formulas for children with 
rare medical conditions. 
Lawmakers will hold three 
hearings on the issue this 
week, calling on company 
executives, | government 
regulators and outside ex- 
perts to testify. The atten- 
tion could spur changes 
to government safety and 
contracting rules that have 
been in place since the 
1980s and favor big U.S. 
manufacturers that are 
capable of navigating the 
complex requirements. 
Baby formula is one of the 
few American products es- 
sentially unaffected by glo- 
balization, with 98% of the 
supply manufactured do- 
mestically. Four companies 
account for roughly 90% of 
the market: Abbott, Reckitt, 
Nestle and Perrigo, accord- 
ing to industry figures. That 
consolidation mirrors similar 
trends across the food in- 
dustry. 

But infant formula wasn't

part of a Biden adminis- 
tration initiative last year 
spotlighting dangerously 
concentrated industries, in- 
cluding prescription drugs, 
airlines, hearing aids and 
internet services. 

The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion announced Tuesday 
that it has launched an in- 
quiry into the formula short- 
age, seeking information 
on any deceptive or fraud- 
ulent business practices re- 
lated to it. The agency said 
it also aims to shed light on 
what led to the concentra- 
tion in the baby formula 
market and the weak sup- 
ply chains. 

Food experts say strict for- 
mula regulations set by the 
Food and Drug Administra- 
tion have long limited com- 
petition. 

Beginning in 1980, Con- 
gress gave the FDA author- 
ity to rigorously enforce the 
nutritional content of alll 
formula sold in the U.S., im- 
posing extra research and 
manufacturing standards 
that have few equivalents 
worldwide. The changes 
came after some babies 
were sickened by deficient 
formulas in the 1970s. 

"They are pretty much the 
strictest food safety guide- 
lines in the U.S. and Amer- 
ica has some of the strict- 
est guidelines in the world," 
said Wendy White, a food 
safety expert at Georgia 
Tech. 

Companies must consult 


with the FDA before selling 
a new formula, altering in- 
; gredients in an existing one 
eet : or making major manufac- 
turing changes. The result is 
only the biggest manufac- 
turers have plants and pro- 
cedures that comply with 
federal rules. And would- 
be competitors have little 
incentive to enter the field, 
given the declining US. 
birth rate. 
"You have to have a lot of 
expertise, a lot of resources 
and a lot of research dol- 
lars," White said. 
There are other hurdles 
for foreign manufactur- 
ers looking to compete. 
The U.S. has long imposed 
tariffs and quotas on dairy 
imports from abroad, in- 
cluding Canada, in order 
to shield American milk pro- 
ducers from competition. 
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Texas governor: 15 killed | in school shooting; gunman dead

UVALDE, Texas (AP) — 
An 18-year-old =gunman 
opened fire Tuesday at a 
Texas elementary school, 
killing 14 children, one 
teacher and injuring oth- 
ers, Gov. Greg Abbott 
said, and the gunman was 
dead. 

It was the deadliest shoot- 
ing at a U.S. grade school 
since the shocking attack 
at Sandy Hook Elementary 
in Newtown, Connecticut, 
almost a decade ago. 

The gunman entered Robb 
Elementary School in Uval- 
de with a handgun and 
possibly a rifle, Abbott said. 
Officials have not revealed 
a motive for the shooting, 
but said the shooter was a 
resident of the community 
that's about 85 miles (135 
kilometers) west of San An- 
tonio. 

Abbott said the shooter 
was likely killed by resoond- 
ing officers but that the 
events were still being in- 
vestigated. Uvalde Consoli- 
dated Independent School 
District Chief of Police Pete 
Arredondo said at a news 
conference that the gun- 
man acted alone. 

It was the deadliest school 
shooting in Texas history. It 
occurred four years after 
a gunman fatally shot 10 
people at Santa Fe High

School in the Houston area 
and less than two weeks 
after a gunman opened 
fire at a supermarket in Buf- 
falo, New York, killing 10 
Black shoppers and work- 
ers in what officials have 
described as a hate crime. 
"He shot and killed, horrifi- 
cally, incomprehensibly, 14 
students and killed a teach- 
er," said the governor, add- 
ing that two officers were 
shot and wounded but 
were expected to survive. 

It was not immediately 
clear how many people, in 
addition to the dead, were 


wounded, but Arredondo 
said there were "several 
injuries." Earlier, | Uvalde 
Memorial Hospital said 13 
children were taken there. 
Another hospital reported 
a 66-year-old woman was 
in critical condition. 

Robb Elementary School 
has an enrollment of just 
under 600 students, and Ar- 
redondo said it serves stu- 
dents in the second, third 
and fourth grade. He did 
not provide ages of the 
children who were shot. 

A heavy police presence 
surrounded the — school

Tuesday afternoon, with of- 
ficers in heavy vests divert- 
ing traffic and FBI agents 
coming and going from the 
building. 

White House press secre- 
tary Karine Jean-Pierre said 
President Joe Biden has 
been briefed on the school 
shooting on Air Force One 
as he returns from a five- 
day trip to Asia and would 
continue to receive up- 
dates. Jean-Pierre said 
Biden will deliver remarks 
Tuesday evening at the 
White House. 

Uvalde is home to about 


16,000 people and is the 
seat of government for 
Uvalde County. The town 
is about 75 miles (120 kilo- 
meters) from the border 
with Mexico. Robb Elemen- 
tary is in a mostly residential 
neighborhood of modest 
homes. 

A Border Patrol agent 
who was among the first 
law enforcement officers 
on scene was shot and 
wounded by the gunman. 
The agent is hospitalized in 
good condition, according 
to a federal law enforce- 
ment official who spoke 
to The Associated Press on 
condition of anonymity 
because the investigation 
was ongoing. 

The tragedy in Uvalde add- 
ed to a grim tally of mass 
shootings in Texas that have 
been among the deadliest 
in the U.S. over the past five 
years. One year before the 
Santa Fe school shooting in 
2018, a gunman at Texas 
church _ killed more than 
two dozen people during a 
Sunday service in the small 
town of Sutherland Springs. 
In 2019, another gunman at 
a Walmart in El Paso killed 
23 people in a racist attack. 
The shooting came days 
before the National Rifle 
Association annual con- 
vention was set to begin in 
Houston. () 


Pelosi pushes back on archbishop who denies her Communion

House Speaker Nancy Pe- 
losi pushed back Tuesday 
on the decision by San 
Francisco's conservative 
Catholic archbishop to

deny her Communion over 
her support of abortion 
rights, saying she respects 
that people have opposing 
views but not when they 
impose them on others. 


The California Democrat 
says she comes from a 
large family with many 
members who oppose 
abortion. "| respect peo- 
ple's views about that. But 
| don't respect us foisting it 
onto others." Pelosi added, 
"Our archbishop has been 
vehemently against LGBTQ 
rights. In fact he led the 
way in an initiative on the 
ballot in California." 

Pelosi made her comments 
on MSNBC's "Morning Joe." 
In a letter last week to Pe- 
losi, Archbishop Salvatore 
Cordileone said he would 
refuse her Communion af- 
ter she vowed to codify into 
law the Supreme Court's 
Roe vs. Wade decision es- 
tablishing a constitutional 
right to abortion. That leg- 
islation passed the House 
but died last week in the 


Senate. 

Pelosi said women and 
families need to know this 
is about more than abor- 
tion. "These same people 
are against contraception, 
family planning, in vitro fer- 
tilization. 

It's a blanket thing and they 
use abortion as the front 
man for it." 

Cordileone has said he 
told Pelosi that she must ei- 
ther repudiate her support 
of abortion rights or stop 
speaking publicly about 
her Catholic faith. In a sep- 
arate letter to church mem- 
bers, he said he had asked 
several times to meet with 
Pelosi but that her office 
didn't respond or told him 
she was busy. 

"After numerous attempts 
to speak with her to help 
her understand the grave 


evil she is perpetrating, the 
scandal she is causing, and 
the danger to her own soul 
she is risking, | have deter- 
mined that the point has 
come in which | must make 
a public declaration that 
she is not to be admitted to 
Holy Communion," Cordil- 
eone wrote. 

Over the past year, Cor- 
dileone has been among 
the most outspoken USS. 
bishops advocating that 
Communion be denied to 
President Joe Biden and 
other politicians who sup- 
port abortion rights. 
However, each bishop has 
authority in his own diocese 
on this matter, and the 
archbishop of Washington, 
Cardinal Wilton Gregory, 
has affirmed that Biden is 
welcome to receive the 
sacrament there.L)

KYIV, Ukraine (AP) — Work- 
ers digging through the 
rubble of an apartment 
building in Mariupol found 
200 bodies in the base- 
ment, Ukrainian authori- 
ties said Tuesday, as more 
horrors come to light in the 
ruined city that has seen 
some of the worst suffering 
of the 3-month-old war. 
The bodies were decom- 
posing and the = stench 
hung over the neighbor- 
hood, said Petro Andryush- 
chenko, an adviser to the 
mayor. He did not say when 
they were discovered, but 
the sheer number of victims 
makes it one of the dead- 
liest known attacks of the 
wor. 

Heavy fighting, meanwhile, 
continued in the Donbas, 
the eastern industrial re- 
gion that Moscow's forces 
are intent on seizing. Rus- 
sian troops intensified their 
efforts to encircle and cap- 
ture Sievierodonetsk and 
neighboring cities. 
Mariupol was relentlessly 
pounded during a nearly 
three-month siege that 
ended last week after some 
2,500 Ukrainian _ fighters 
abandoned a steel plant 
where they had made their 
stand. Russian forces al- 
ready held the rest of the 
city, where an estimated 
100,000 people remain 
out a prewar population

of 450,000, many of them 
trapped during the en- 
circlement with little food, 
water, heat or electricity. 
At least 21,000 people were 
killed in the siege, accord- 
ing to Ukrainian authorities, 
who have accused Russia 
of trying to cover up the 
horrors by bringing in mo- 
bile cremation equipment 
and by burying the dead in 
mass graves. 

During the assault on Mari- 
upol, Russian airstrikes hit 
a maternity hospital and 
a theater where civilians 
were taking shelter. An As- 
sociated Press _ investiga- 
tion found that close to 600 
people died in the theater 


attack, double the figure 
estimated by Ukrainian au- 
thorities. 

Ukrainian President Volody- 
myr Zelenskyy accused the 
Russians of waging “total 
war’ and seeking to inflict 
as much death and de- 
struction as possible on his 
country. 

“Indeed, there has not 
been such a war on the 
European continent for 77 
years,” Zelensky said, refer- 
ring to end of World War Il. 
Moscow-backed_ separat- 
ists have fought Ukrainian 
forces in the Donbas for 
eight years and hold large 
swaths of territory. Sieviero- 
donetsk and neighboring

cities are the only part of 
the Donbas’ Luhansk re- 
gion still Under Ukrainian 
government control. 
Russian forces have 
achieved “some localized 
successes” despite strong 
Ukrainian resistance along 
dug-in positions, British mili- 
tary authorities said. 
Moscow's troops also took 
over the town of Svitlodarsk 
and raised the Russian flag 
there, Ukrainian media re- 
ported. Svitlodarsk is about 
50. kilometers (31 miles) 
southeast of the strategi- 
cally important city of Kra- 
matorsk. 

Two top Russian officials 
appeared to  acknowl- 


edge that Moscow's ad- 
vance has been slower 
than expected, though 
they vowed the offensive 
would achieve its goals. 
Nikolai Patrushev, secretary 
of Russia's Security Council. 
said the Russian govern- 
ment “is not chasing dead- 
lines.” 

And Defense Minister Ser- 
gei Shoigu told a meet- 
ing of a Russia-led security 
alliance of former Soviet 
states that Moscow is delib- 
erately slowing down its of- 
fensive to allow residents of 
encircled cities to evacu- 
ate — though forces have 
repeatedly hit civilian tar- 
gets. 

As Kharkiv, Ukraine’s sec- 
ond-largest city, recovers 
from weeks of relentless 
bombardment, — residents 
formed long lines to re- 
ceive rations of flour, pasta, 
sugar and others staples 
this week. Moscow’s forc- 
es withdrew from around 
Kharkiv earlier this month, 
pulling back toward the 
Russian border. 

Galina Kolembed, the aid 
distribution center coordi- 
nator, said that more and 
more people are returning 
to the city. Kolembed said 
the center is providing food 
to over 1,000 people every 
day, a number that keeps 
growing. 

“Many of them have small 
kids, and they spend their 
money on the kids, so they 
need some support with 
food,” she said.L) 


Turkey's Erdogan threatens new 
incursion into Syria 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 
Turkish President Recep 
Tayyip Erdogan threatened 
Monday to launch a new 
military operation in Syria 
to secure Turkey’s southern 
border. 

Speaking following a Cabi- 
net meeting, Erdogan said 
the aim of the operation 
would be resume. Turkish 
efforts to create a 30-kilo- 
meter (20 mile) safe zone 
along its border with Syria. 
“We will soon take new 
steps regarding the incom- 
plete portions of the project 
we started on the 30-km 


deep safe zone we estab- 
lished along our southern 
border,” Erdogan said. 

Erdogan did not provide 
further details but said the 
operation would begin af- 
ter Turkey’s military, intelli- 
gence and security forces 


complete their prepara- 
tions. 
Turkish forces have 


launched three major in- 
cursions into northern Syr- 
ia, taking control of areas 
along the border in a bid 
to secure its frontier from 
threats from the Islamic 
State group and Kurdish 


militia group, the People’s 
Protection Units, or YPG. 

Turkey views the group as 
an extension of the banned 
Kurdistan Workers’ Party, or 
PKK which is listed as a terror 
group by Turkey, the United 
States and the European 
Union. The PKK has waged 
an insurgency against Tur- 
key since 1984. Tens of 
thousands of people have 
died in the conflict. Erdo- 
gan’s comments come at 
a time when Turkey is ob- 
jecting to Sweden and Fin- 
land’s membership in the 
NATO alliance, citing the

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Res- 
cuers dug through de- 
bris Tuesday of a building 
collapse in southwestern 
lran that killed at least 11 
people, fearful that many 
more could still be trapped 
beneath the rubble as au- 
thorities arrested the city’s 
mayor in a widening probe 
of the disaster. 

The collapse Monday of an 
under-construction 10-story 
tower at the Metropol Build- 
ing exposed its cement 
blocks and steel beams 
while also underscoring 
an ongoing crisis in Iranian 
construction projects that 
has seen other disasters in 
this earthquake-prone na- 
tion. 

Video from the initial col- 
lapse Monday showed 
thick dust rise over Abadan, 
a crucial oil-producing city 
in Khuzestan province, near 
lran’s border with Iraq. The 
Metropol Building included 
two towers, one already 
built and the other under 
construction, though _ its 
bottom commercial floors 
had finished and already 
had tenants. 

On Tuesday, an emergen- 
cy Official interviewed on 
state television suggested 
that some 50 people may 
have been inside of the 
building at the time of the 
collapse, including people 
moving into its basement 
floors. However, it wasn’t

clear if that figure included 
those already pulled from 
the rubble. At least 39 peo- 
ple were injured, most of 
them lightly, officials earlier 
said. 

Aerial drone footage aired 
Tuesday showed the floors 
had pancaked on top of 
each other, leaving a pile 
of dusty, gray debris. A 
construction crane stood 
still nearby as a single back- 
hoe dug. State TV said at 
least 11 people had been 
killed. 

An angry crowd at the site 
chased and beat Abadan 


Mayor Hossein Hamidpour 
immediately after the col- 
lapse, according to the 
semiofficial ILNA news 
agency and online videos. 
Police later arrested 
Hamidpour and nine oth- 
ers, Iranian media reported 
Tuesday. Initially, authorities 
said the building’s owner 
and its general contractor 
had been arrested as well, 
though a later report from 
the judiciary’s Mizan news 
agency said Tuesday that 
the two men had been 
killed in the collapse. The 
conflicting reports could 
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not be immediately recon- 
ciled. 

Authorities offered no im- 
mediate word on wheth- 
er those detained faced 
charges and it wasn’t im- 
mediately clear if lawyers 
represented them. 

Iranian President Ebrahim 
Raisi offered his condolenc- 
es and appealed on the lo- 
cal authorities to get to the 
bottom of the case. Iran's 
vice president in charge of 
economic affairs, Mohsen 
Razaei, and Interior Minister 
Ahmad Vahidi visited the 
site. 


Lawmakers opened a sep- 
arate parliament inquiry 
into the case Tuesday, 
trying to determine why 
the building on Amir Kabir 
Street collapsed during a 
sandstorm. However, there 
was no major earthquake 
recorded Monday near 
Abadan, some 660 kilome-

There were 35 survivors of 
Saturday's accident that 
took place Saturday off 
Myanmar’s southwestern 
coast and four people 
were missing, the officials 
said. 

UNHCR, the U.N.’s refugee 
agency, expressed shock 
and sadness about the ac- 
cident in a statement and 
said at least 17 Rohingya, 
including children, had 
died. 

The boat left the western 
state of Rakhine last Thurs- 
day and encountered bad 
weather two days later off 
Ayeyarwaddy Region on 
Myanmar’s southwestern 
coast, causing it to capsize, 
the statement said. 

The Rohingya, a Muslim 
minority, have long been 


persecuted in Myanmar. 
More than 700,000 Rohing- 
ya have fled the country 
to neighboring Bangladesh 
since August 2017 to es- 
cape the brutal counter- 
insurgency campaign of 
Myanmar’s military follow- 
ing an attack by a Rohing- 
ya insurgent group in Rakh- 
ine State. 

Myanmar’s government 
has denied accusations 
that security forces com- 
mitted mass rapes and kill- 
ings and burned thousands 
of homes, but the U.S. gov- 
ernment recently labeled 
actions by the country’s 
military as genocide. 

There are more than 
100,000 Rohingya left in 
Myanmar, confined — in 
squalid displacement 
camps, along with those 


living in crowded refugee 
camps in Bangladesh. 
Groups of Rohingya from 
camps in both countries 
embark on hazardous voy- 
ages to the Muslim-majority 
countries of Malaysia and 
Indonesia to seek a better 
living. 

“Some 630 Rohingya have 
attempted sea journeys 
across the Bay of Bengal 
from January to May 2022,” 
the UNHCR statement said, 
with women and children 
making up 60% of those try- 
ing to flee. 

The statement added: “The 
risk of abuse at the hands 
of smugglers and the peril 
of the sea journey itself are 
both exacerbated during 
prolonged journeys, when 
a safe harbor for disembar- 
kation cannot be found.”L) 
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MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mex- 
ico’s immigration enforce- 
ment is increasingly milita- 
rized with the armed forces 
and National Guard now 
accounting for more mi- 
grant detentions than im- 
migration agents, accord- 
ing to a report published 
Tuesday by six nongovern- 
mental organizations. 

The human rights and mi- 
grant advocacy groups, 
among them the Founda- 
tion for Justice and the 
Democratic State of Law, 
say that many of the de- 
tentions are also arbitrary, 
based on racial profiling 
and have led to abuses. 
The armed forces are sup- 
posed to just be supporting 
immigration agents in their 
work, but the organizations 
found that they are now re- 
sponsible for the majority of 
detentions. 

Between June 2019 and 
December 2020, the 
armed forces and Nation- 
al Guard detained more 
than 152,000 migrants just 
at Mexico’s southern bor- 
der, according to public 
information requests made 
by the Citizen Security Pro- 
gram at lberoamericana 
University. 

During that same period 
the Interior ministry report- 


ed that 190,000 migrants 
had been presented to im- 
migration authorities. 
Mexico had already been 
moving toward increased 
reliance on the military, but 
it has accelerated under 
President Andrés Manuel 
L6pez Obrador, according 
to the report. 
Under pressure from then 
U.S. President Donald 
Trump in 2019, Lopez Ob- 
rador deployed the newly 
created National Guard, a 
security force in theory civil- 
ian, but in reality under mili- 
tary control. 
At the time, nongovern- 
mental organizations and 
the United Nations ex- 
pressed concerns that the 
shift to more militarized en- 
forcement would lead to 
abuses. Even the leadership 
of the National Immigra- 
tion Institute was changed, 
replacing a_ sociologist 
schooled in immigration, 
with the head of Mexico's 
prisons. Military — officers, 
some retired, were named 
to lead at least eight of the 
institute’s state offices. Mi- 
grants of African origin and 
women, in particular, have 
been subject to abuses in- 
cluding discrimination, ex- 
tortion and sexual abuse, 
the report said.

Now sea turtles are 
protected by law. 


Sea turtles visits, which used to occure on any sandy 
beach of Aruba, diminished almost completey. limiting 
most egg laying activity to the west shores of the island 
beaches. Today they are the beaches right in front of 
international hotels chains, steching towards the light 
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house area. Turles are visitors who bring 
good omens we welcome every year. 
They insipre and encourage us to con- 
tinue promoting sustainable awarenes, 
care and respect for the environment. 
That their valuable presence to be re- 
current and that we can all continue to 
see and protect them as a simbol of sur- 
vival, longevety and and a way of life 
that sustained our fore fathers. There are 
seven different species of sea turtles: 
flatback, green, hawksbill, leatherback, 
loggerhead, Kemp's ridley, and olive 
ridley. Sea turtles can be separated into 
the categories of hard-shelled (chelo- 
niid) and leathery-shelled (dermoche- 
lyid). There is only one dermochelyid 
species which is the leatherback sea 
turtle. For each of the seven types of 
sea turtles, females and males are the 
same size. 


In general, sea turtles have a more fusi- 
form body construccion than their ter- 
restrial or freshwater counterparts. This 
tapering at both ends reduces volume 
and means that sea turtles cannot re- 
tract their head and limbs into their shells 
for protection, unlike many other turtles 
and tortoises.However, the streamlined 
body plan reduces friction and drag in 
the water and allows sea turtles to swim 
more easily and swiftly. 


The four most common species in wa- 
ters of the Caribbean sea, are Leath- 
erbacks, Green, Hawksbill and Logger- 
head sea turtles. The leatherback sea 
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turtle is the largest of all, measuring 6-9 
ft in length, 3-5 ft in width, and weighing 
up to 1500 Ib. Other sea turtle species 
are smaller, being mostly 2-4 ft long and 
proportionally narrower. 


How island community effords can re- 
ally make a difference. Turlte and their 
egg are being protected. 


Four species of sea turtles are found 
nesting on Aruba: The Leatherback, the 
Loggerhead, the Green and the Hawks- 
bill. The nesting season runs from March 
through September. Hatchling takes 
place from May to November. 


The top 3 snorkeling sites in Aruba to 
spot sea turtles are: Tres Trapi - three 
steps in Papiamento. A little cove locat- 
ed on the northwestern shore of Aruba 
just before Boca Catalina, Mango Halto 
and furthes on to Baby Beach located 
in the most southern tip of island near 
San Nicolas. In case of an submarines 
encounter we recommend not to touch 
them as you may scare them off. While 
their immune systems are not equipped 
to fight off any chemicals that we might 
pass over by touching them. Don’t feed 
them either, observe them calmly and 
give them some space so you don't hit 
them with your flippers.

to “needs” (like housing, 
utilities and transportation), 
30% to “wants” (like hob- 
bies and travel) and 20% to 
savings and debt payments 
as an example. In high-cost 
areas, she notes, rent alone 
might eat up half of your 
take-home pay. 

Bad money advice can 
also oversimplify a com- 
plex decision. With more 
people working remotely, 
for instance, a friend may 
suggest you simply move 
to a lower-cost city to save 
money. 

Pierce, who lives in a high- 
cost area in New Jersey 
and has no plans to leave, 
says that this advice disre- 
gards the non-monetary 
benefits of staying put such 
as being close to an estab- 
lished Community of family 
and friends. 

BE WARY OF ADVICE THAT’S 
TOO GOOD TO BE TRUE 

The internet and social 
media are rife with mon- 
ey-related  clickbait that 
promises near-instant suc- 
cess. Influencers sell ac- 
cess to expensive courses 
that claim they'll make you 
a millionaire. High school 
acquaintances send you 
direct messages out of the 
blue, asking if you want to 
“be your own boss” by join- 
ing a multilevel marketing 
program. Many of these 
get-rich-quick schemes 
are a waste of time and 
money.) 


Airbnb ends rentals in China to focus on outbound tourists 


BEIJING (AP) — Aironb Inc. 
will stop listing homes and 
experiences inside China 
this summer and _ instead 
focus its business in the 
country on serving Chinese 
tourists looking for lodgings 
abroad, a company of- 
ficial said on social media 
Tuesday. 

Aironb began listings in Chi- 
na in 2016, but they have 
stil accounted for only 
about 1% of company rev- 
enue in recent years. 

The San Francisco-based 
company found the do- 
mestic Chinese business 
costly and complicated to 
run, and the pandemic has 
made matters worse. 


There was little overlap be- 
tween Aironb's business in- 
side China and catering to 
outbound travelers, which 
Aironb hopes will limit the 
impact of suspending the 
domestic offerings. 

Aironb joins a series of for- 
eign internet companies 
including Yahoo Inc. and 
eBay Inc. that pulled out 
of China after running into 
fierce local competition 
and regulatory barriers. 
“We have made the dif- 
ficult decision to refocus 
our efforts in China on out- 
bound travel and suspend 
our homes and Experienc- 
es of Hosts in China, start- 
ing from July 30, 2022,” said 


the chief strategy officer 
of Airobnb China, Nathan 
Blecharczyk, in a statement 
on its social media ac- 
count. 

Landlords represented by 
Aironb have had more 
than 25 million guest arriv- 
als since 2016, according 
to Blecharczyk’s statement. 
The Chinese government 
has blocked foreign tourists 
from visiting since the pan- 
demic hit in early 2020 and 
has told the Chinese pub- 
lic to avoid foreign travel 
that isn’t essential for busi- 
ness or study. International 
airlines and other travel 
companies that operate in

Stormy repeat: NOAA predicts busy 
Atlantic hurricane season

Federal meteorologists 
are forecasting a record- 
shattering seventh straight 
unusually busy Atlantic hur- 
ricane season. 

The National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric = Administra- 
tion predicted Tuesday 
that the summer in the At- 
lantic will produce 14 to 
21 named storms, six to 10 
becoming hurricanes and 
three to six turbo-charging 
into major hurricanes with 
winds greater than 110 
mph. Even with normals 
shifting upwards to reflect 
more active storm seasons 
in recent decades, these 
predictions are above 
the 30-year average of 14 
named storms, seven hurri- 
canes and three major hur- 
ricanes. 

The National Hurricane 
Center ran out of names 
for Atlantic storms in the last 
two years, with a record- 
setting 30 named _ storms 
in 2020 and 21 last year. 
In the past five years there 
have been more Category 
4 and 5 hurricane landfalls 
in the United States than in 
the previous 50 years com- 
bined. 

This hurricane season “is go-

ing to be similar to last year 
and given that you need 
only one bad storm to dra- 
matically affect your life, if 
you fail to plan around this 
outlook, you're planning 
to fail,” NOAA Administra- 
tor Rick Spinrad told The 
Associated Press Tuesday. 
“You can take this outlook 
to the bank literally when 
it looks to protecting your 
property.” Every weather 
factor pointed to a busier 
season, said Matthew Ros- 
encrans, lead hurricane 
season outlook forecaster 
for NOAA's Climate Predic- 
tion Center. He pointed to 
a multi-decade long trend 
to more storms in the At- 
lantic, an active monsoon 
season in West Africa, a La 
Nina the natural and oc- 
casional cooling of parts 
of the equatorial Pacific 
that changes weather 
worldwide and warmer 
than normal ocean tem- 
peratures, which scientists 
say are stoked by climate 
change. 

Several outside hurricane 
experts agree with NOAA 
that the Atlantic conditions 
are ripe for yet another ac- 
tive hurricane season. They 
say La Nina reduces wind 
shear that could decapi- 
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tate storms. The warmer 
water about half a degree 
warmer (0.3 degrees Cel- 
sius) than last year in storm- 
forming areas, according 
to Rosencrans serves as 
hurricane fuel. A reduction 
in pollution particles in the 
air has taken away artificial 
cooling in the Atlantic and 
a new study links that to in- 
creasing storms. 

Last week President Joe 
Biden also warned the na- 
tion about “another tough 
hurricane season” coming. 
“We're seeing these storms 
happen more frequently. 
They’re lasting longer,” 
FEMA Director Deanne 
Criswell said in a New York 
City press conference. 
NOAA says 13 people in the 
city died during Hurricane 
Ida with 11 of them dying in 
flooded basements. L) 

t is also the 10th anniver- 
sary of Superstorm Sandy, 
a downgraded hurricane 
that became one of the 
most expensive weather 
disasters in American. his- 
tory with massive flooding 
in New York. 

“We've seen such a dra- 
matic change in the type 
of weather events that 
could be seen as a result of 
climate change,” Criswell 
said. 

NOAA said there’s a 65% 
chance for an “above- 
normal” hurricane season, 
a 25% chance for a normal 
season and only a one in 
10 chance for an unusually 
quiet season. 


One key indicator, that 
takes into account the 
number of storms, how 


strong they are and how 
long they last, is called 
Accumulated Cyclone 
Energy index or ACE and 
Rosencrans said this year 
could be as much as dou- 
ble what's been normal 
since 1950. The calculation 
is used when determining 
what is an average season 
and what’s above aver- 
age. Because La Nina has 
a different effect in the Pa- 
cific and conditions usually 
are opposite, earlier this 
month NOAA predicted a 
quieter than normal Pacific 
storm season.

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Alvarez, Golovkin set third rivalry bout for September

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Cane- 
lo Alvarez and Gennady 
Golovkin will complete their 
memorable fight trilogy in 
September. 

Alvarez and Golovkin will 
resume their rivalry Sept. 
17 after a four-year break, 
promoters Matchroom Box- 
ing announced Tuesday. 
Alvarez already said he 
intended to take the fight 
while speaking at his invi- 
tational golf tournament 
in Naucalpan, Mexico, on 
Monday. 

The fighters met in 2017 and 
again in 2018 for two highly 
entertaining middleweight 
matchups. They fought to 
a split draw in the first bout, 
and Alvarez won a narrow 
majority decision in the sec- 
ond meeting. 

The third fight will be a 
168-pound super middle- 
weight contest between 
the 40-year-old Golovkin 
(42-1-1, 37 KOs) and Alva- 
rez (57-2-2, 39 KOs), who will 
turn 32 this summer. Alva- 
rez is the undisputed world 
champion at 168 pounds, 
holding all four major titles. 
"| feel very happy and 
proud to be able to give 
the best fights, and this fight 
won't be an exception," Al- 
varez said in a statement. 
Alvarez announced earlier

this year that he intended 
to fight Golovkin in the fall 
after taking on light heavy- 
weight champion Dmitry 
Bivol in May. That plan was 
put into question after Bivol 
upset Alvarez by unani- 
mous decision on May 7. 

Bivol hoped to book a re- 
match with the biggest star 
in boxing after his break- 
through upset, but Alvarez 
ultimately decided to pro- 
ceed with the most lucra- 
tive potential bout and the 


resumption of a remark- 
able rivalry. 

The location for the third 
fight wasn't announced, 
but its scheduling on Mexi- 
can Independence Day 
weekend makes it likely to 
be held in Las Vegas. The 
fighters’ first two meetings 
were on the same holiday 
weekend at T-Mobile Are- 
na on the south end of the 
Las Vegas Strip, and both 
were sellouts. 

The third bout is likely the

richest fight currently pos- 
sible in boxing, given both 
fighters' large fan bases 
and the entertaining nature 
of their rivalry to date. Go- 
lovkin and his fans believe 
the former middleweight 
kingpin won both of the first 
two fights, while Alvarez is in 
need of redemption after 
his shocking loss to Bivol. 

In the fighters’ first bout, 
most ringside observers 
thought Golovkin had 
done more than enough 


to beat Alvarez, who had 
previously lost only to Floyd 
Mayweather in his career. 
But while one judge fa- 
vored Golovkin and anoth- 
er scored it a draw, judge 
Adalaide Byrd inexplicably 
called it 118-110 in favor 
of Alvarez, who was con- 
sistently outlanded by Go- 
lovkin throughout the bout. 
Alvarez tested positive 
for the performance-en- 
hancing drug clenbuter- 
ol between the first two 
fights, and his suspension 
meant the rematch was 
postponed from May to 
September. While many 
ringside observers again 
thought Golovkin had won, 
two judges favored the 
improved Alvarez 115-113, 
and the third scored it a 
draw. 

Both fighters initially ex- 
pressed interest in a third 
meeting for 2019, but the 
sides drifted apart while 
Golovkin dealt with man- 
agement squabbles and 
Alvarez moved on to less 
daunting challenges. Al- 
varez spent 2021 collecting 
all four major titles at super 
middleweight. 

Golovkin has fought only 
four times in four years 
since his loss to Alvarez, also 
breaking up with longtime 
trainer Abel Sanchez dur- 
ing that stretch.)

Another member of Tson- 
ga's talented generation, 
Gilles Simon, has said he 
will retire at the end of the 
season. Yet another, Gael 
Monfils, missed Roland Gar- 
ros because he needs heel 
surgery — although he was 
there Tuesday for a post- 
match retirement ceremo- 
ny in Chatrier, along with 
so many folks who mean 
so much to Tsonga: oth- 
er players; a group of his 
coaches dating to when 
he was a kid; his wife and 
children; his parents. 


There were video tributes 
from the greatest four male 
players of this era — Novak 
Djokovic (who called Tson- 
ga's retirement "a big loss 
for professional men's ten- 
nis"), Rafael Nadal, Roger 
Federer and Andy Murray 
("You've been a great am- 
bassador for the sport," he 
told Tsonga) — and a series 
of soeeches. 

"You've been an inspiration 
to me and many young 
players around the world," 
said Ruud, a 23-year-old 
from Norway who joked 
about being sad at age 
10 when his favorite player, 
Nadal, lost to Tsonga at the 
Australian Open. "Thank 
you for all the memories." 
No. 3 seed Paola Badosa, 
whose 6-2, 6-0 victory over 
France's Fiona Ferro fol- 
lowed Tsonga vs. Ruud in 
Chatrier, said she got ''su- 
per emotional" watching 
the whole scene. Later, 
she ran into Tsonga as they 
were doing interviews and 
told him kiddingly she was 
upset that all the hullaba- 
loo over him delayed the 
start of her match — then 
asked him to pose with her 
for a photo. 

He obliged. 

What awaits Tsonga now? 
He said he'll need to have 
medical tests Wednesday 
on his shoulder, which he 
said was in bad enough 
shape he couldn't hold his 
baby. 

But Tsonga took pride from 
playing — well, trying to 
play — until the end, rath- 
er than conceding the 
match. 

"Unfortunately, | didn't fin- 
ish the way | want to finish, 
but | finished on the court, 
playing like | did all my ca- 
reer, running after the ball," 
Tsonga said. 

"It was emotional for me. 
And anyway, it's going to 
stay a good moment in 
my head. Yeah, in a way, 
| finished like | wanted to
